It occurred chiefly be- 
cause of accidental ingestion of 
drugs and household preparations 
which were easily accessible and 
within reach of children.” “The 
study also showed that in over 
90 percent of the cases the acci- 
dents were preventable,” stated 
Underwood. 

“More emphasis must be placed 
on accidents as the chief cause 
of injury and death among our 
young people,” he said. “Many

CRIMSON CLOVER 

We have good grass growth this 
summer on permanent pastures. 
This ig true on a lot of hill pas- 
tures where crimsom clover is 
wanted to volunteer back. There 
are some things about volunteer- 
ing crimson clover which should 
pe done to have a good stand this 
fall. Crimson clover will not 
come up well in high sod. It may 
germinate, but will die before it 
gets established. There are two 
ways to get this sod off reseed- 
ing crimson areas. One is to 
graze it down between now and 
October 15 and the other is to 
clip or cut it for hay. 


QUARANTINE STOPS PINK 
BOLLWORMS 

Quarantine stations are main- 
tained during the pink. bollworm 
season at four crossings: Green- 
ville, Vicksburg, Natchez, and the 
Helena ferry. These stations pro- 
tect Mississippi cotton growers 
from the pink bollworm, a serious 
pest in most of the world’s cotton 
growing areas. These quarantine 
stations have intercepted a num- 
ber of pink bollworms that might 
have started centers of infesta- 
tion in this State. The finding of 
even one pink bollworm in a Miss. 
cotton field would have far-flung 
consequences. 


attorney General Rogers was 
quoted in yesterday's press as 
stating that the 
United States Supreme Court in 
the school integration issue is tho 
‘supreme law of the lend.’ 

“Neither Mr. Rogers, nor any- 
one else can find anything in the 
Constitution of the United States 
justifying this statement. There 
is only one reference in the Con- 
stitution to the phrase ‘law of 
the land’ In Article VI, of that 
immortal document we find this 
provision: ‘This Constitution and 
the laws of the United States 
which shall be made in pursuance 
thereof, and all treaties made or 
which shall be made under the 
authority of the United States 
shall be the supreme law of the 
land.’ 

“On the other hand, the dele- 
gation of the power to write the 
Jaw of the land’ is clearly and 
distinctly placed in the Congress 
of the United States. Article 1, 
Section 1, of the Constitution pro- 
vides: ‘All legislative power here- 
in granted shall be vested in the 
Congress of the United States 
which shall consist of a Senate 
and House of Representatives’. 

‘These two provisions of the 
Constitution make it crystal clear 
that the ‘law of the land’ must 
be, and can only be, made by the 
Congress and not by the Supreme 
Court. 

“The Founding Fathers provid- 
ed for the third branch of the gov- 
ernment (in addition to the Legis- 
lative and Executive departments) 
the Judicial branch consisting of 
the Supreme Court and such addi- 
tional court as Congress sho«ld 
provide to safegaurd the excessive 
use of power by the Legislative 
department. The Supreme Court’s 
chief duty was to determine whe- 
ther Congress had' exceeded the 
powers granted it in the Consti- 
tution. 

“After the Constitution was writ- 
ten the Founding Fathers, with 
prophetic vision and in order to 
ensure the sovereign rights of the 
states and guarantee the liberties 
of the people against encroach- 
ment from the strong arm of the 
Federal Government, evolved the 
first ten amendments, known as 
the Bill of Rights. The tenth, or 
last, amendment provides: ‘The 
powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited to it by the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively, 
or to the people.” If, as Mr. 
Rogers contends, the decision of
